In honour of the title of ‘© Rao Bahadur” conferred 
by His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General in 
India, in the recent Birthday Honors list of His Most 
Gracious Majesty King Edward VII and Emperor of 
India, on Mr. Arcot Maigundadeva Mudahar, Municipal 
Councillor of the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore, 
nephew of Rai Bahadur Dharmaratnakara Arcot Narrain- 
sawiny Mudaliar, the millionaire and well-known citizen 
of the station, for his numerous acts of munifience, a pub- 
lic meeting was held last Friday evening, the 22nd in- 
stant, in the spacious hall of the Chadurveda Sidhantha 
Sabah School on Cavalry-road, St. John’s Hill, for the 
presentation of a congratulatory address to that gentle- 
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man. The hall was lighted with acetelyne gas lamps, the 
effects of which were resplendent,. The meeting was very 
largely attended by influential members and other well- 
wishers of the Hindu community. Among those present 
there were Rai Bahadur Arcot Narrainsawmy Mudaliar, 
Messrs. V. A. Rajahruthna Mudaliar, V, Shunmooguin 
Mudaliar, V. Sundaralinga Chetty, C. N. Krishnamurti 
Rao, A. Venkatasubbu Pillay, Y. Maselamoney Chetty, 
V. Yakambaram Mudaliar, V. Namasevoya Chetty, A. 
Seshachelluin Mudaliar, V. Coopoosawmy Chetty, V. 
Valu Mudaliar, and T’. Mahasawiny Pillay, Subadar- Major 
Rajahlingum and others too numerous to mention. Raja 
Dharma Pravina IT. R. A. Thumbu Chetty, c1&., late 
Acting Dewan of Mysore, presided on the occasion. 


The Chairman opened the meeting by briefly refer- 
ring to the extensive charities of Rai Bahadur Dharima- 
ratnakara Arcot Narrainsawmy Mudaliar in the way 
of establishing schools for imparting education—general 
and technical—to youths of all denominations and creeds, 
and founding an orphanage, in addition to affording shel- 
ter and convenience to travellers of all classes in a com- 
modious chatram erected in the heart of the station, and 
in especially opening a school for that much-neglected 
class—the Panchamas. His public spirit in identifying 
himself with all movements connected with the social 
advancement of his countrymen, was also alluded to by 
the Chairman. In addition to these local charities, his 
benefaction had extended to the erection and endowment 
of a girls’ school in one of the principal stations of South- 
ern India, namely, Conjeevaram. The Chairman particu- 
larly remarked that Mr. Narrainsawmy Mudaliar had 
immortalized his name by both his public aiid private cha- 
rities. In recognition of the great public good he had 
done. His late Highness the Maharajah of Mysore had 
in addition to the title of Rai Bahadur conferred on him 
by the British Government, been pleased to decorate him

at a public Durbar with the additional title of Dharma- 
ratnakara( Precious gem of chartty).’This family, with which 
the Chairman had the pleasure of being acquainted for 
more than four decades, had been noted as a household 
of charity and it was a significant fact that Mr. Narrain- 
sawmy Mudaliar’s nephew, Maigundadeva Mudaliar, 
had inherited the good qualities of his parents soas 
to shed lustre on the fanuly and to ensure posterity 
the continuance of the charities already established. 
Charity in any form, observed the Chairman, deserved 
special praise in preference to all other good acts. ‘The 
Chairman in conclusion had great pleasure in introducing 
to the audience the poet, Mr. Venkatasubba Pillai, 
who would recite a well composed poem in honor of both 
Messrs. Narrainsawmy Mudaliar and Maigundadeva 
Mudaliar, and specially to congratulate, on behalf of the 
Hindu community of the Civil and Military Station, the 
latter (Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar) for the distinction 
of Rao Bahadur so graciously conferred on him by His 
Excellency the Viceroy in recognition of his good ser- 
vices as acitizen, a most recent instance of which was 
the erection of a Maternity in connection with the Lady 
Curzon Hospital which was one of the great wants of the 
station. 


At the conclusion of the Chairman’s address, there 
was a hearty clapping of hands from the audience. 


Mr. A. Venkatasubba Pillai, Editor of the Bangalore 
Tharaka, anewly organized Tamil newspaper in the 
station, then recited and explained the Tainil poem com- 
posed by him, relating to the many charities of Mr. Narra- 
insawmy Mudaliar and also Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar. 


The Chairman then spoke a few words with reference 
to the very interesting poem, which he said must have 
afforded very great pleasure to the audience, He after- 
wards personally garlanded Messrs. Narainsawmy Muda- 
jiar and Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar, as well as the 
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Tamil poet. Rai Bahadur Arcot Narrainsawmy Mudaliar 
then garlanded the Chairman. 


The new Rao Bahadur replied in the following 
terms :— 


Most HONORED PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN,—I 
have heard with wrapt attention the exposition of the 
stanzas so ably done by the Pandit now, but I must fran~ 
kly admit that I do not possess knowledge enough to un- 
derstand and appreciate the deep meaning which these 
verses, coming from such a learned Pandit, contain. 
The many qualities and actions expatiated upon as belon- 
ging tome are imposed on me by your overwhelming 
kindness, but really I am conscious I do not possess them 
at all. However, as the wise men of yore have said that 
the wishes of a good earnest majority will undoubtedly 
turn out to be true in a distant future, I pray God that 
He will bless me with those qualities and actions which 
you say I have at present and I know I have not. 


You have referred to charities and other philanthro- 
pic works done by me. Nothing has been by me. I sim- 
ply carried out with a full sense of duty and respect, the 
orders of my revered uncle, the founder of our family and 
the sole author of its past and present position. I have 
not got keen insight enough to understand what ought 
and ought not to be done and everything has been done 
under the guiding intelligence of my uncle. The title 
which the Supreme Government was pleased to bestow 
on me and the honor you do me now go, therefore, to 
him and not to me in any way. With feelings of 
much gratitude I beg to mention now that myself and 
the other members of the family are placed under much 
obligation to the honoured President for the genuine 
interest he has been taking in our welfare, and the 
invaluable advice he has given to guide cur actions, I 
therefore consider that he is the sole recipient of the 
honor which to-night’s programine is intended to confer. 
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I am ready to do as much good to the public as the 
status and means which my family possesses allow, and 
true loyalty and devotion the British Government urge 
and permit. All human beings are under the disposal 
of Almighty, and I beg permission to accept your address 
with the hope that God will, agreeably to your wishes 
and mine, give me and the other members of my family 
mental and moral strength enough to think and act in 
such a manner as to draw his blessings on our heads by 
serving humanity as much as we can under his dispensa- 
tion ; and I thank you from the depth of my heart for the 
pains you took to arrange for to-night’s programme and 
the honor you have done me thereby. 

Mr. Vijiayarunga Mudaliar then in a few well-chosen 
words spoke of Mr. Maigundadava Mudaliar’s munifi- 
cence having been recognised by the British Govern- 
ment, which had given universal satisfaction and plea- 
sure to the Hindu community of Bangalore, and express- 
ed the earnest wish that that gentleman will long be 
spared to enjoy the-distinction. 

Mr, Venkatasubba Pillai thanked the Chairman for 
his kindness in presiding on the occasion and for his 
able conduct in the chair, besides paying him a high 
compliment with reference to his high abilities being re- 
warded with the bestowal of the honor of Companion of 
the Indian Empire by our late beloved Sovereign, the 
Empress of India. 

Before the meeting dispersed, garlands, attar and 
pan-supare were distributed to the audience. 

It may not be out of place to mention that the title 
of “ Rao Bahadur” conferred on Mr. Arcot Maigunda. 
dava Mudaliar has also given very great pleasure to his 
numerous European and Eurasian friends and acquaint-

ANOTHER ADDRESS OF CONGRATULATION. 


As a token of gratitude the members of the “ Anna 
Bai’s Recreation Club,” on Sunday evening presented a 
congratulatory address to Mr. Arcot Maigundadeva Mu- 
daliar, at the Club premises on Gungathara Chetty Road 
in honor of the bestowal on him of the title of “ Rao 
Bahadur ” by the British Government. At the entrance 
gate to the premises an arch was erected, bearing the 
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inscription, ‘‘ Welcome,” in gold letters on a red ground 
and on another arch behind was inscribed, ‘‘Hearty Con- 
gratulations.” Inthe compound a large shamiana was 
pitched for the accommodation of the visitors, of whom 
there was a large attendance, Before the proceedings 
commenced a group photograph ofthe new Rao Bahia- 
dur and the members of the Club was taken by the firm 
of Mr. KE. F. H. Weile, photographer of South Parade. 
Then followed some lawn tennis. A native brass band 
was in attendance and played several Hindu and English 
airs at intervals. While music was being discoursed, the 
visitors adjourned for refreshments to the premises of 
Rai Bahadur Arcot Narrainsawmy Mudaliar’s Technical 
School in the adjacent building. On returning to the 
shamiana, which was lighted with acetelyne gas. 
Mr. C. Moonesawmy, Secretary of the Club, read an 
address, which was neatly printed on silk, encased in a 
silver casket, and presented to Mr. Maigundadeva Mu- 
daliar. The casket was supported by a small pair of silver 
lawn-tennis bats on either side of an ebony-woodstand 
and on a silver plate was inscribed :—“ In humble token 
of gratitude to A. Maigundadeva Mudaliar, Esq., from 
Anna Bai’s Recreation Club, rst December 1901 ”,— 

The text of the address and the reply thereto will be 
found printed on pages 62 to 64. 

Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar sat down amidst a deaf- 
ening clapping of hands from the audience.

The Club 
is called after Mrs. Annie Besant. it is a matter of great 
satisfaction that the Rao Bahadur’s attention was ered 
to the good work the members of the association were 
doing in their own quiet way. The Rao Bahadur, being 
himself an ardent lover of sport, the members of the 
club chose him as their patron and also for allowing 
them to hold their meetings ia a building belonging to 
him, for a nominal rent. They felt that they too without 
losing any time, must join with the rest, in congratu- 
lating him. It must be said that their entertainment in 
honor of the Rao Bahadur, was worthy of the occasion. 
A shamiana was erected abjoining the club, where the 
function took place, The eyes of ail the visitors, on 
entering it, were caught by a photograph at the northern 
end, which represented the Rao Bahadur witha bat in 
his hand and in his cricketing dress. Oustide the sha- 
miana at the very entrance there was a big arch with the 
words *‘ Long life to the Rao Bahadur ” ; the true senti- 
ments of all his admirers, was rightly inscribed on it.

AN ADDRESS OF CONGRATULATION.

Yet another address of congratulation was presented 
to Mr. Arcot Maigundadeva Mudaliar, the recipient of the 
title of “ Rao Bahadur ” from the Viceroy, last Saturday 
evening, ou this occasion bythe teachers and past and 
present students of Rai Bahadur Arcot Narrainsawmy 
Mudaliar’s Institutions, in the spacious hall of the build- 
ing on Dickenson-road. A bamboo arch was erected at 
the south-west gate to the premises,. which bore the in- 
scription, ‘‘ Welcome.” Venetian poles and banners were 
put up in the compound and flags on top of the building. 
Above the portico, was inscribed, “‘ Hearty Congratula- 
tions.” The walls of the hall were tastefully decorated with 
ferns. The west wall was adorned with the likenesses of 
the late Empress of India, His Majesty King Edward 
and Her Majesty Queen Alexandra, just immediately 
above being another inscription in a semi-circle, with 
the words “God bless our Rao Bahadur” artistically 
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worked in green leaves. The reception hall was crowded 
to its utmost capacity bya very large number of the 
influential well-wishers of the new ‘ Rao Bahadur.” Mr.

Singaravelu Chetty, Esaack Ismail Sait, V. Nama- 
sevoya Chetty, T.. Mahasawmy Pillai, V. Singaravalu 
Mudaliar, M. Mohideen Khan, M. Vencatasawmy and 
several Hindu members of the Mysore Bar. A Hindu 
brass band was in attendance, and played several English 
airs at intervals during the function, The proceedings 
opened with the singing of welcome songs by a dozen 
girls of Govindammal’s School, Ulsur, the accompani- 
ment being played on the violin, complimenting 
Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar on the bestowal of the well- 
merited title of ‘‘Rao Bahadur.” Before the presentation 
of the address, Mr. K. T. Dorasawiny Iyengar, B.A., Ist 
Assistant Master, read a letter, in which Mr. P. N, 
Krishna Murti, C.1.E., the Dewan of Mysore, expressed 
regret at his inability to be present at the demonstration, 
owing to a previous engagement, and at the same time 
heartily congratulating Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar on 
his being the recipient of the title,an honor which he 
was well deserving of. The address was read by Mr. 
Dorasawiny Iyengar— Vide page 64 e¢ sequel. 

The address was neatly printed on parchment. 
Aboveit was drawn the miniature likenesses of King 
Edward VII., and below it on the left of Rai Bahadur 
Arcot Narainsawmy Mudaliar and of Rao Bahadur Arcot 
Maigundadeva Mudaliar on the right. It was encased in 
a silver casket, supported on a rosewood stand, and ona 
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silver plate was inscribed the words :—“‘ Presented to Rao 
Bahadur A, Maigundadeva Mudaliar Avergal, by the 
teachers and past and present students of R, B. A. N. M’s, 
Institutions, 7th December rgor.”) ‘The drawing of the 
likeness was by I, Kristnaraj Pillai, one of the past 
students of Rai Bahadur Arcot Narainsawmy Mudaliar’s 
Technical School. The Chairman handed over the address 
aud casket to Mr. Maigundadava Mudaliar who was then 
garlanded, and a handsome bouquet was presented to him. 
Soon after a drawing of the Technical Scliool by one of 
the students, in anelegant frame, was presented to Mr.

Rao Bahadur Maigundadeva Mudaliar replied as 
follows :— 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN,—With your kind 
permission I beg toaddress a few words to thie teachers 
and students of these schools. In connection with the 
honor done to me recently by the British Government by 
the bestowal of a title of honor on ine, I have had the 
fortune to be feted on all sides, and to be presented with 
addresses by different bodies, but it has given me un- 
qualified pleasure to accept the cordial invitations of the 
teachers and students of the several institutions establish- 
ed by my worthy uncle in Bangalore, to be present here 
among them this evening. I thank you, teachers and 
students, for your good wishes and for the address you so 
kindly presented to me in a handsome casket. In your 
address you have exaggerated my public services. I have 
done nothing more than what can be expected froin a 
person whois, as I have been, favorably circumstanced, 
and backed by the wholesome advice of an uncle with 
ripe experience in all matters of life. I daresay that by 
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your request you have caused much inconvenience to 
the Chairman, and | beg to express my grateful thanks 
to him for the trouble he has taken on my account. It is 
a source of great satisfaction to me to find that the 
successive annual inspection reports of the Educational 
Officers of Government, show that these schools aremain- 
tained in a state of efficiency, andto observe that perfect 
good feeling exists among the teachers and the students. 
I need not conceal the fact from you that under such 
favorable circumstances, it is my earnest. wish to be 
associated with these schools as Secretary all my life-time. 
I beg your indulgence for such a desire of mine, as it is, 
you will acknowledge, natural to one wlio is interested in 
the cause of education, and who considers the call of his 
uncle and founder of the institutionS in such a noble 
cause as a sacred duty imposed on him. I hope and trust 
that 1 will continue to discharge the duties of Secre- 
tary, to the satisfaction of the Committee of Management, 
and to merit your approbation. (Cheers ) 

IconfessI am not fit to say anything about the 
subject of education. The policy of education at present 
pursued by Government is engaging careful consideration 
in India. Some are opposed to it, while others consider it 
is inevitable, owing to different social condition and 
mixed racial feelings ofthe student population. In my 
huinble opinion the present policy appears to be the best 
that can be adopted in the schools supported and aided 
by Government. But it should not be forgotten thata 
spiritual and moral education does not form an essential 
factor in that system; it behoves the parents themselves 
to provide suitable means for such education for 
their children. Means are not wanting in the homes of 
every Hindu and ifthe neglect of such education is traced 
among the Hindus, it must be candidly admitted 
that it is due to the carelessness of the parents, in 
not seeing his boy availing hamself of those means. In 
conclusion, I thank you once more for your loving 
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wishes, and in doing so please allow me to say, that by 
the demonstration arranged for me this evening you 
have honored in me a past student of your own High 
School, as you may perhaps not be aware that I received 
my early education in that institution, (dAAZawse.) I will 
be much obliged if the Headmaster will find it con- 
venient, to grant a holiday to all the boys and girls in 
the schools under my management in Bangalore. 
( Cheers.) 

Rao Bahadur Maigundadeva Mudaliar sat down 
amidst the deafening cheers of the past and present 
students. 

The Chairman next, ina brief speech, said that it 
had given him very great pleasure to accept the invita- 
tion to take part in the ceremony of that evening. He 
had known Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar for the past 
seventeen years aud always held him in high estimation, 
being also favorably impressed with that gentleman’s 
simpleness of manner. ‘The institutions were generally 
maintained by Rai.Bahadur Arcot Narrainsawmy Mu- 
daliar, the uncle of the new recipient of the title, and it 
was needless for him (the Chairman) to add anything 
morein praise of the former gentleman. The new Rao 
Bahadur had also done charitable deeds. These two 
gentlemen had madetheir names household words, for 
their well-directed charity. For the good Mr. Maigun- 
dadeva Mudaliar had done, the title of ‘“ Rao Bahadut ” 
had been conferred on him by His Excellency the Vice- 
roy. In conclusion, the Chairman sincerely wished that 
more exalted honors would be conferred on Mr. Maigun- 
dadeva Mudaliar. 3

MORE ADDRESSES OF CONGRATULATION, 
To Mr. ArcoT MAIGUNDADEVA MUDALIAR. 
“ Daily Post,’ 11th December 1901. 


Besides the several addresses of congratulation that 
were presented to Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar during 
the past fortnight, in honor of the distinction of the 
Rao Bahadur lately bestowed on him, two imore were 
given last Sunday, namely, one at 12 noon in a spacious 
building, north-east of “ Grasmere,” on Osborne Road, 
- St. John’s Hill, by the Hindu cloth, grocery and grain 
merchants of the Civil and Military Siation, aud the 
other by the members of the ‘“‘ Anjuman-e-Islamia” Li- 
brary on Cavalry Road at 5 o’clock in the evening. At 
the function on Osborne Road upwards of three hundred 
guests sat down to a substantial dinner according to 
Oriental custom. ‘The guests next adjourned to the hall 
where they were entertained to Hindu songs, the accom- 
paniments to which were played on the violin and veena. 
An address, neatly printed in Tamil, on silk, was read 
by Mr. A. I. Sashachellum Mudaliar, Proprietor Brahma 
Giana Bothint, and Agent of the Bangalore Cantonment 
Commercial Company (Ld.). It was encased in a silver 
casket, bearing an engraved inscription in Tamil resting 
ona pair of silver penholders on each side, fixed to a 
rosewood stand. The purport of the address was that the 
distinction given him by the Emperor of India was hail- 
ed with very great joy by the signatories, and they 
sincerely wished that he would long be spared to enjoy it, 
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He was well experienced in merchandize and offered 
them assistance whenever required, for which they were 
grateful. His uncle, Rai Bahadur Arcot Narrainsawmy 
Mudaliar, had established a chatram,a boys’ and girls’ 
schools for Hindu children as well as for the Panchamas, 
besides an orphanage for caste children in the station, 
aud a Hindu girls’ school at Conjeeveram, towards which 
he had given an endowment. ‘These charities would 
never be forgotten. Mr.. Maigundadeva Mudaliar’s 
beneficence also in the cause of charity was highly es- 
teemed by the citizens of the Civil and Military Station 
of Bangalore. He was born of a highly respectable and 
charitable family. ‘he Maternity for the poor in ‘“ The 
Lady Curzon Hospital for Women and Children,” was 
another instance of his charities. During the prevalence 
of plague in the station he had been the spokesman and 
took much trouble in getting the authorities to withdraw 
certain restrictions which were sorely felt by the popula- 
tion. Through his philanthropy he had been highly 
esteemed, and earned a good name for himself, and in 
his good works, he had not forgotten to secure the ser- 
vices of Pundits to impart religious instruction to the 
poor. 

Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar replied in T'amil tothe 
address. He said that the signatories had taken much 
trouble and put themselves to expense in entertaining 
him, a demonstration which he would never forget. God 
had been pleased to bless his family with comforts, and 
it was their duty to do charity to the poor. ‘The charit- 
able institutions were established by his uncle, whose 
name they had mentioned, and by his order, he (Mr. 
Maigundadeva Mudaliar) was conducting the manage- 
ment. The honor was more due to his uncle than to 
him, for his was only a small share. It was his uncle 
who had trained him in merchandize from boyhood, and 
such experience as was gained by him he would willingly 
linpart to his brother merchants in the station. He 
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heartily thanked them for the presentation of the address 
and silver casket, which would be highly esteemed and 
treasured by his family and himself. What they had 
done for him, he could not find sufficient words to ex- 
press his thanks for. He did not know whether he was 
deserving of it, but he was glad to note their good feel- 
ings towards him. 


On the casket and address being handed over, Mr. 
Maigundadeva Mudaliar was garlanded anda handsome 
bouquet was presented to him. A few more Hindu songs 
were afterwards sung, besides two comic recitations in 
Tamil, relating to a school-boys’ truant and the troubles 
to railway travellers during the prevalence of the plague, 
much to the amusement of the numerous guests. A 
distribution of attar and fan-supard followed. ‘The ar- 
rangemeuts for the function were satisfactorily carried 
out. The guests dispersed at four o’clock in the after- 
noon well pleased with the entertainment. 


AT THE ‘ ANJUMAN-E-ISLAMIA.” 


The room in which the next function was held was 
prettily decorated. Onthe west wall of the hall was 
inscribed, ‘‘ God bless our guest,” the letters being work- 
ed. in green leaves. A large social gathering of the 
Mahomedan and Sait communities, besides several in- 
fluential members of the Hinducommunity, assembled 
to do honor to the guest of the evening. Amongst the 
latter there were present :—Rai Bahadur Arcot Narrain- 
sawmy Mudaliar, Messrs. V. A. Rajaruthnam Mudaliar, 
V. Ruthna Mudalhar, Aga Abdoollah, A. Singaravalu 
Mudaliar, M. Billimoria Dinshaw, A. Sundaramurti 
Mudaliar, A. Murugesa Mudaliar, A. Raju Mudaliar, 
and M. Vencatasawny. Mr. Abdul Karim Sahib, Deputy 
Conservator of Mysore Forests, presided on the occasion. 
The interesting function began with the recitation of an 
Urdu poem by Mr. Khaleel Sahib, Headmaster, Anju- 
man-e-Islamia School, regarding the munificence of Mr. 
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Maigundadeva Mudaliar, which had won for him the 
well-earned title of “ Rao Bahadnr.’ Allusion was also 
made to the liberal charity of his uncle Rai Bahadur 
Arcot Narrainsawmy Mudaliar, another well-known 
citizen of the station. Next was read the following 
address by Mr. Ghoolain Ahmed, Secretary of the Anju- 
man-e-Islamia Library, which was afterwards interpreted 
into Hindustani to the Mahomedan and Sait com- 
munities :— 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN,—It gives me great 
pleasure and I feel proud of the privilege of addressing 
you to-day, on behalf of the members of the “ Anju- 
man-e-Islamia.” As you know, we have all met here 
to perform a very pleasant task; in fact, the most 
pleasant one that the Anjuman, during its existence 
has ever been called upon to perform. ‘The members 
of the Anjuman, have in their own humble way, 
arranged this social function to express, asa body, 
their feelings of the most sincere gratification, with which 
they have received the good news. The news, as you 
may imagine, was of the grant of the much-coveted title 
of ‘“* Rao Bahadur ” to Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar, our 
friend, a worthy Hindu brother, and a _ respectable, and 
one of the most talented citizens of Bangalore. To honor 
one, whom the Government has honored is a very agree- 
able task indeed. No one deserved this distinction more 
than our “ Rao Bahadur” did. His philanthropy and 
zeal in public affairs are too evident to require any de- 
tailed mention. There was hardly any organization for 
the public good that our friend was not interested in. 
He has always been prompt to the call of duty and asa 
Municipal Cominissioner and a prominent citizen, our 
town has had cause to be grateful to him on more occa- 
sions than one. Apart from this you need not go far to 
seek for the building he has raised for the good of caste 
females. ‘The handsome structure for the sick and the 
afflicted that owes its existence to the munificence of out 
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worthy guest, is a standing monument on New Market 
Road, of his liberality and philanthropy. The last, though 
not the least, is ‘‘ Education ” the salvation of India, 
which feels his strong hand at its back as the organizer 
and manager of the Rai Bahadur Arcot Narrainsawmy 
Mudaliar’s Institutions at Bangalore and elsewhere. ‘T'o 
sum up in one sentence our worthy and honored guest 
has proved himself fully alive to the best needs of India, 
and has taken a lion’s share in ministering to them. 

I do not like to take up your time by enumerating 
all that our friend, as a loyal and patriotic citizen, has 
done in the interests of the country. If I did soI would 
only tell you what you know fully well, and that which 
has received universal appreciation as already testified to, 
by the several social gatherings and demonstrations that 
have taken place in his honor. Suffice it to say that his 
caste people have cause to be proud of him as an illus- 
trious member of a munificent and public-spirited family. 
Though Mahomedans have not the honor of owning him 
as one of their caste, still they feel all the more indebted 
to him, also proud of his everlasting friendliness and 
affability ; so also of the honor of having his name on 
the roll of the supporters and members of our Anjuman, 
without any personal advantage to himself. 

Let me conclude with the prayer (in which Iam sure 
you will all join) that our most worthy “ Rao Bahadur ” 
may live long to enjoy the honorable distinction and the 
wide-world reputation he has gained. May he prove a 
source of still more good to his country and the people 
is the most sincere wish of

GENTLEMEN,—I have had great pleasure in accept- 
ing your kind invitation to be present among you this 
evening in the premises of the “ Anjuman-e-Islamia, to 
which institution I have the honor to belong. I imust 
not forget to mention that with the advice of my good 
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friend and counsellor, Khan Bahadur Abdul Rahiman 
Sahib, I got myself enrolled in your institution. Iam 
not a little surprised at the magnificent manner in which 
you have arranged to receive and honor me. I thank 
you for your goodwill towards me. 


In iny replies to the several addresses that were pre- 
sented to me during the past fortnight, I have plainly said 
that I have been but an instrument in the hands of ny 
worthy uncle, and that the little public good which my 
family had the fortune todo was all planned and arranged 
by him while my work consisted in purely carrying 
out his wishes. It istherefore clear that every mark of 
honor shown to me is due to him and to him alone. 


Some of my best friends are Mahomedan gentlemen, 
and our relationship has always been very cordial. It 
therefore puzzles me whenever it is contended that the 
institution of the caste systein is an obstacle to true friend - 
ship. I have never found it to be so and it should not 
be so, because friendship belongs to the realm of emotion 
and feeling, while caste is confined only to social observ- 
ances in the physical plane. 


Knowing as I do that your institution represents the 
Mahomedan community of the station, I ain proud to feel 
that I have merited the esteem and regard of that com- 
munity as well. It has been mentioned to me_ several 
times by European officers that perfect good feeling exists 
between the Mahomedans and Hindus here, and that 
they co-operate together in a remarkable manner in all 
matters of general interest. 

I thank you once more, gentlemen, for your good 
wishes. (Cheers.) 


At the close the Chairman garlanded the new Rao Ba- 
hadur and afterwards spoke a few words, stating that he 
was very thankful for the honor done him in asking him 
to preside, and he took the present opportunity of hearti- 
ly congratulating Mr. Maigundadeva Mudaliar for the 
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distinction gained by him on account of his charities, 
The guests then adjourned for refreshments according to 
communities. The Honorary Secretary next thanked the 
Chairman for his kindness in presiding. With a distri- 
bution of paz-supari and button holes, as well as the gar- 
landing of the guest, and three hearty cheers for the 
guest, aud, three for his revered uncle, the pleasant en-. 
tertainment terminated, its success being due to the Sec-. 
retary and his willing helpers.

The album, 
which consisted of views illustrative of the several por- 
tions of the new buildings, was bound in an exquisitely 
carved sandalwood cover (work for which Mysore “is 
famous) with silver gilt mountings, and inscribed with 
the Curzon Crest. It was presented by Colonel A. F. 
Dobson (formerly Residency Surgeon i in Mysore) on be- 
half of the donor, Rao Bahadur A. Maigundadeva 
Moodelliar, a well known and philanthropic citizen of 
Bangalore, who contributed largely to the funds for the 
establishment of the hospital. Lady’ Curzon in express- 
ing the extreme pleasure it gave her to accept the album’ 
said it would ever serve to remind her ofan institution 
in which she took the very greatest interest.
